Accused Was Arrested-by Man 
Recently Added to Police 
Force. 





Harvey Harden. 18 years old, leaned 
back in his cell at police headquarters 
and smiled complacently. 

“Yes, sir,”’ he said, ‘‘they call 
‘The King o’ the Lead Pipe Thieves,’ 
they’re right. They gotta give it to me. 
I'm the king, all right. The police say 
so, an’ all the gang that’s used to cuttin’ 
pipe say I’m certainly it.’’ 

Harden, inside of four weeks, did $5000 
worth of damage to private property, 
and his net profit was $70.70. 

‘‘T wanted to get even with the rich,”’ 
he said. “I blew it all in on ,25-cent 
cigars and taking girls to dances, 

“You see, wp to Jan. 3, | Was employed 
by the Manewal-Lange Biscuit Co.; and 
then I was left out in the cold. I tried 
every old way I could think of to get a 
job, but there was nothin’ doin’. Two 
days I went without a bite to eat. I 
used to go out in the West End and beg 
for food, but I didn’t get a single hand- 
out. That made me desperate, and then 
I decided I'd go the limit. Then I went 
to cuttin’ lead pipe, and I haven’t been 
hungry since.’’ 

Harden was arrested by Probationary 
Policeman John J. Mallon at 2707 La- 
fayette avenue, the office of a negro 
express man, who he had just engaged 
to haul a load of lead pipe from a ya- 
cant house to a junk dealer at Seventh 
and Biddle streets. Mallon, who has 
been on the force only since March 1, 
had learned that Harden had preyiously 
engaged the negro toe haul his plunder 
and was lying in wait for him. 

Thursday afternoon Harden walked 
inte the trap and began to bargain for 
the work when Mallon arrested him 
and took him to the Soulard Street Po- 
lice Station. As he was being booked 
at .the station Harden collapsed ‘and 
was taken to the City Dispensary, 
where he recovered and was taken back 
to the station and locked up. Later he 
admitted that he was shamming an 
epileptic fit. 

In spite of his youth ‘Harden has 
served terms in the Illinois State Re- 
formatory at Pontiac and in, the St. 
Louis Industrial School. He is’ known 
to the St. Louis pelice as the boy who, 
in 1906, made a practice of stealing bi- 
cycles from little boys. He wouid stop 
a-small boy on a bicycle and hire him 
for 2 cents to go on an errand for him, 
holding the bicycle until his return. 
When the boy returned Harden and the 
bicycle would be gone. 

Harden’s methods of stripping houses 
of lead pipe was bold and unique. He 
would study the vacant houses in a 
block and find the keys, which were 
usually left in a neighboring house. He 
would ask the woman in charge for 
them, saying that the agent had sent 
him to make some repairs. As he was a 
well-dressed and genteel appearing 
youth the keys were given to him with- 
out question. 

After examining the vacant house he 
would come back to the woman and bor- 
row a hatchet on.the excuse that he had 
left his tools downtown 

When he had chopped out all the lead 
pipe he could reach he would tie it up, 
throw it into the back yard and look up 
an express wagon to take it to a junk 
dealer for him. 


Many Houses Stripped. 

The list of hovses he has robbed re- 
serables a page in the city directory. 

Mrs. Sarah Saybolt of 1707 Oregon ave- 
nue and Mrs. Lizzie Carter of 2736 Geyer 
evenue have identified him as having 
borrowed a hatchet and chopped the lead 
pipe out of three houses on Geyer ave- 
nue. ) 

Harden has acknowledged to the police 
that he stripped the houses, 2832 and 2834 
Lafayette avenue, of their pipe and 
sold it to a junk dealer at Seventh and 
Biddle. 

He has also admitted that he chopped 
the lead pipe from houses in the 3500 
block on Morgan street, ‘two houses 
in the 2700 and “3200 blocks in Pine 
street, a house in the 2800 block in Law- 
ton avenue, and other houses in the 2800 
block on Locust street, the 1100 block 
on South Twenty-third street, the 2900 
and 2700 blocks on Washington avenue. 

Thé police will try to get evidence 
against the junk dealers who bought 
the pipe from him to convict them of 
receiving stolen property. 

Harden's father, Thomas Harden, a 
machinist, resides at 3431 Locust street, 
but the boy has not lived at home for 
four years,

Questions About the Lumber 
, Trust Provoke Outburst 
From Republican. 





WASHINGTON, March 2%.—A rough 
and tumble fight was narrowly averted 
on the floor of the House this afternoon. 

Representative Fordney, Republican, 
Michigan, who was speaking on the tar- 
iff for more than half an hour, had been 
assailed from all sides with questions 
about the Lumber Trust. He denied 
that there was any trust and finally, ir- 
ritated and impatient, he declared he 
would answer no more questions” along 
that line. 

He did yield, however, to Representa- 
tive Byrd, Democrat, Mississippi. Byrd 
is an Indian, tall and swarthy. He be- 
gan asking Fordney questions as to a 
lumber combination or understanding in 
Mississippi and intimated that a mill 
owned by Fordney was a part of it. 

Fordney’s face flushed with anger. as 
he shouted: 

‘“That’s all buncombe. You 
know a damned thing about it.” 

Indian on Warpath. 

Byrd’s eye shone with anger and he 
started on a run toward Fordney. He 
dashed down the aisle and when he 
reached the open space in front of the 
Speaker’s stand he began pulling off 
his coat. 

He was then within a few feet of 
Fordney, who was standing in the main 
aisle. Byrd’s pause to get into fight- 
ing trim, however, gave half a dozen 
members time to surround him and per- 
suade Kim to compose his militant spirit. 
When his way toward Fordney was 
blecked Byrd walked back and forth in 
the open space ‘with’ clenched fists and 
shaking his head as if to have it out 
with the Michigan member. In a few 
Byrd became more composed 
and returned to his seat. 

Then there follow a period of ex- 
planations. Fordney said that if he had 
been discourteous he wished to with- 
draw his remarks. He said he had been 
under great provocation and that the 
member should not have said that he 
(Fordney) was connected with the Lum- 
ber Trust. 

Explanations Made. 

Byrd denied that he said that Ford- 
ney’s company was a member of a 
combination. He asserted, however, that 
there was a lumber combinatien in Mis- 
sisSippi as had been discovered by Gov- 
ernment investigation and he had simply 
asked if Fordney’s company was in it. 

Fordney said he knew nothing of the 
investigation and knew very well that 
his company was not a party to any 
combination or any understanding. If 
he had offended the member and had 
transgressed the rules of debate he 
would apologize. 

A friendly understanding was thus 
restored and Fordney proceeded with 
his speech. 


RUSSIAN WOMAN ACCUSED OF 
MURDERING 300 MEN WHOSE 
WIVES PAID FOR FREEDOM 


Crimes Extended Over a Period of 
30 Years Without Exciting 
Suspicion. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 2%.—A 
woman named Popova has been arrested 
at Samara on a charge of murder and 
the authorities say they have unearthed 
a series of crimes~ unequaled in the 
history of the world. It is declared 
that the prisoner has killed at least 300 

men. 

The crimes cover a period of about 30 
years. The motive in each case was 
mercenary and the murder Was done 
for hire. The Popova woman made a 
specialty of killing husbands for wives 
who wished to be rid of their spouses. 
For a small fee she would put any Une 
desirable man out of the way and 
would do it In such a manner:that the 
wife would not be suspected. 

Of course, the wives who hired the 
murderess to make them widows,are 
equally puilty. Many of these Women 
have died and others have gone to 
America and other countries and can't 
be found. But the authorities expect to 
arrest numerous clients of Mime. Po- 
pova and put them on trial for their 
lives. 

The woman has made a full Contes 
sion. She says her own unhappy mar- 
ried life led her to conceive the idea of 
relieving other unfortunate wives of 
cruel husbands and she set out on her 
career of crime. She offered her ser- 
vices to any unfortunate wife, agreeing 
to kill the husband by poison and charg- 
‘ing but a small fee.

Excise Commissioner Warmly 
Comments on Criticism 
Against Himself. 





CLERGYMAN FOR KOELN 





He Says He Praised Repub- 
lican Ticket, Believing 
Party’s Report. 





The Rev. Jacob E. Meeker’s entrance 
into the, Mulvihill-Howe controversy, by 
declaring at a Ninth Ward rally in Con- 
cordia Hall against Mulvihill’s election 
to the Board of Education, called forth 
a spirited reply from Mulvihill Friday. 

The Rev. Mr. Meeker urged his hear- 
ers at Concordia Hall Thursday night to 
vote against Mr. Mulvihill, saying no 
man who takes an interest in politics 
should be chosen to the School Board. 

“I, because of the interest I take in 
politics, would not be a fit candidate for 
the School Board,’ he said. When Mul- 
vihill was asked to comment on Meeker’s 
remarks Friday he said: 

Mulvihill Assails Meeker. 

‘‘Meeker? Meeker? Oh, yes, that is the 
minister of the gospel who got that $759 
check from Otto Stifel, the brewer. 
Well, I'd like to know where Meeker got 
his idea about my fitness for office. He 
never met me, 

“He is strangely at variance with the 
30 other members of the’St. Louis Minis- 
ters’ Alliance who have given me un- 
qualified indorsement. 

“Why, the Alliance sent a committee 
to Jefferson City to ask Gov. Hadley 
to appoint an Excise Commissioner who 
would be ‘just like Mulvibiil.’ ‘The Pro- 
testant ministers of St. /Louis stood by 
me to &@ man when the conduct of my 
office was being investigated by a leg- 
islative cofnmittee. 

“‘Meeker isn’t much of an offset to 
such an indorsement by all the other 
men of his calling in this city. He 
would serve his people better if he would 
stick to his pulpit. After that $750 check 
transaction, every sensible person is 
aware of the influences behind Meeker. 

“Alcohol isn’t the only powerful stimu- 
lant. Money is a stimulant, too, and it 
seems to have greatly energized 
Meeker.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. MeeKer was asked 
by the Post-Dispatch Friday ‘to give the 
reason for his statement, made in his 
speech Thursday night, that the Repub- 
lican city ticket, which includes Edmond 
Koeln for Collector, is: ‘the cleanest 
that has ever been nominated in this 
or any other city.’’ 


The Rev. Mr. Meeker has been a resi- 
dent of St. Louis for about four years.

Where Poison Was Purchased. 

If Mrs. Culbertson purchased the poi- 
son herself, the police believe,,she may 
have obtained it in Lawrenceville, Il, 
where her husband is employed. She 
visited him there a few days before her 
death, and the authorities here have 
heard. that a Lawrenceville druggist re- 
calls that Mrs. Culbertson made some 
purchases in his store.

ROADS WILL NOT CONSENT TO 
TWO-CENT RATE, SAYS DELANO 


President F. A. Delano of the Wabash 
Railroad declared Friday that the rail- 
roads would, under no circumstances, 
consent to a continuance of the 2-cent 
fare in Missouri.

The 
railroads have offered a 2%-cent rate, 
which is a great concession.” - 
Henry Miller, general passenger agent 
of the Wabash, and John Sebastian, 
passenger traffic manager of the Rock 
Island-Frisco lines, returned from the 
Jefferson City conference Friday. They 
said a committee had rémained to dis- 
cuss the matter with the Governor to- 
day.

decrease in the normal increase in popu- 
lation is due to the fact that St. Louis 
is a manufacturing town, and the 
atural increase in population will be felt 
with the reopening of the factorigs. 
“The situation here in St. Louis is not 
analagous with that in Chicago in 1893,” | 
he said. ‘St. Louis does most of its 
business with the Southwest, which is 
a cotton country. When the _ cotton 
planters decided to held their cotton for 
a higher price the country merchant in 
the Southwest could not pay his St. 
Louis merchant, who had to have money 
to pay his Eastern obligations. 
“Business is conducted all over. the 
world on borrowed money, else there 
would be no need for banks. But S8t. 
Louis owes less money now than for 
many years. Chicago’s trade with the 
Northwest is in wheat. It is harvested 
earlier than cotton and is cash. 
“The present apparent decrease in the 
population figures is easily explained. 
When on account of factories closing 
and St. Louis is a manufacturing city, 
a great many operatives in the various 
trades wére compelled to leave the city 
to seek work elsewhere it took away 
a great many families and kept others 
away. Now that the factories have 
opened and are opening they will come 
pack. There is nothing to worry over 
in the situation.’’ 


Demand for Good Property. 

“T think the figures stated by the di- 
rectory company are too high to apply 
to present conditions,”’ said Robert E. 
Rutledge, president of the Real Estate 
Exchange. ‘In normal times the aver- 
age number’ of vacancies in St. Louis is 
about 5500. Included in the directory list 
are no doubt many houses east of Grand 
avenue which are in such condition and 
so undesirable that they would not be 
occupied if times were good. 

‘‘Negroes have been kept on the move 
in many neighborhoods and a large 
amount of that sort of property is va- 
eant. But there is a demand for high- 
class residence property. Some apart- 
ment owners in the West End have a 
waiting list of prospective tenants. 

“The large number of vacancies is 
partly due to the fact that dilapidated 
property cannot now be rented at any 
price. There has also been a good déal 
of doubling up among the — peo- 
ple.’’ 

Couditions Improving New. 


“Since the directory canvass began 
conditions have greatly improved,” said 
Gerald B. O’Reilly, secretary of the 
Real Estate Exchange. “It is probable 
the figures given will not apply to pres- 
ent conditions. There may have been 
that many vacancies in the winter.

Stubbornly 
for Acquittal of Defendant 
Who Killed Mother.

One juror, doggedly refusing to read 
or listen to the Court’s instructions, or 
to discuss the evidence with his fel- 


low-jurors, prevented a verdict of 
“guilty” Friday in the case of ‘Bold 
Aady" Martin, on trial in the East St. 
Louis City Court for the murder of his 
aged mother. 

The juror insisted on the acquittal of 
Martin, who has. not denied that he 
killed his mother by striking her head 
repeatedly against the wali of. their 
home, pelting her with heavy dishes as 
she lay dying on the floor. 

The other jurors refused to consider 
any verdict which would release the 
murderer, and a new trial will probably 
be made necessary. 

When the jury retifed at 3:30 p. m. 
Thursday hardly a doubt was felt of an 
immediate verdict, and the only ques- 
tion asked in the courtroom was wheth- 
er the death penalty, for which the 
State asked, would be imposed. 

Jurors Discuss Penalty, 

Eleven of the jurors shared this 
feeling, and as soon as they entered 
the jury room they began discussing 
among themselves, in twos and threes, 
the question of penalty. 

As a necessary formality, the fore- 
man asked for a vote on the question of 
guilt. To the amazement of the rest, 
one man, who had until that moment 
been silent, responded to the call for 
his vote with: 

“Not guilty.”’ 

Court officials, waiting in the adjoin- 
ing room, heard the man’s vote, and 
the exclamations of surprise which it 
brought from the other jurors. 

“What!’’ said the juror who sat near- 
est him. “You wouldn’t turn — man 
loose!’’ 

“IT vote ‘not guilty,’ replied the man. 

Then he took a ‘chair in the corner of 
the room and refused to talk with the 
others. He refused to listen to Judge 
Moyers’ instructions, which were re. 
garded as a practical order for a con- 
viction. 

He was unmoved by anything the oth- 
er jurors could say. 

When the foreman called for a vote 
at breakfast time Friday, the juror 
again voted for acquittal. 

Illinois’ law recognizes only one degree 
in murder. The punishment,. optional 
with the jury, is death or imprison- 
ment. 

Martin, acording to the testimony of 
his 14-year-old nephew and a younger 
niece, entered their home i @ quarre]l- 
some mood one night in January, 
dragged his mother from the supper 
table, beat her, struck her head against 
the kitchen sink, fracturing her skull, 
and aseshe lay on the floor, bombarded 
her with plates. She managed to stag- 
ger to a neighbor’s house, where she 
died. Her last words were: “Get Andy. 
He did. it.”’

Torn with doubts all night Jonz, hop- 
ing against hope that there had been 
some mistake in the identification of his 
wayward daughter, the old firéman who 
has retired from active work and lives 
with his son, left his home at 690 Cleve- 
land avenue, to seek the solace of his 
church. The veteran walked with bowed 
head to St. Vincent’s Church, where he 
remained upon his knees throughout the 
mass, 

Those. near him heard him repeat 
time after time with trembling lips the 
‘Ave Maria.” 

“Holy Mary, mother of God, pray for 
us sinners, now and at the hour of our 
death. Amen.” 

Returning to his home, the veteran fire 
fighter became his old stern self. 

“She has left the path of rectitude 
and brought disgrace upon us. I shall 
do nothing for her.’’ 

It was not only at the McDermott 
home that ‘‘Mrs. Boyle’’ was recognized. 
Her identification as Anna McDermott 
was illuminating to followers of pu- 
gilism. After she left school, but before 
she left home, she was a stenographer 
for ‘‘Doc’’ Messenger, known for years 
as a fight promoter. 

Father Tells Her History, 

Among her friends of that day were 
Howard Carr, better known as “Kid’’

Mr. McDermott’s story.-of. his daugh-- 
ter’s life is that of a wayward girl. 
Anna McDermott, according to her fa- 
ther, was one of the prettiest, one of 
the brightest, children in the neighbor- 
hood when a child. She was given ev- 
ery advantage of education and careful 
moral training, but as she approached 
womanhood she fell into company of 
which the old fireman did not approve. 
Quarrels were frequent and about three 
years ago Anna eloped. Since that time 
her history has been a blank to her 
Chicago kin. Even the name of the 
man with whom she cast her fortunes 
was unknown to them. 

They carefully read from day to day 
the story of the kidnaping of Willie 
Whitla, of his return to his parents and 
the arrest of the “Boyles,” but they 
never dreamed of connecting ‘Mrs.

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ENDORSE BOND’S PLANS 


Law Making Landlords Screen 
Houses and Grocers Their 
Goods Is Advised. 








Emphatic indorsements of Health 
Commissioner Bond’s recommendation 
that landlords be required to screen 
rented property, and that grocers and 
other merchants be required to screen 
fruit, vegetables, candy and other eat- 
ables that would be exposed to flies 
otherwise, were given by St. Louis bac- 
teriological experts, interviewed Thurs- 
day by the Post-Dispatch. 

In* the Post-Dispatch of Wednesday 
an article appearing telling of the men- 
ace of the house fly as a disease car- 
rier and ‘the plans of the Health De- 
partment to combat that evil. The Ag- 
ricultural Department has issued a 
statement branding the house fly as 
“the typhoid insect.” 

The article contained a statement 
frem the Health Commissioner, outlin- 
ing what he intended«to do toward 
overcoming the dangers due to flies and 
warning the public against this insect. 

Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl was asked by. 
the Post-Dispatch what he thought of 
Dr. Bond’s suggestion regarding land- 
lords and dealers in peer. He 
said: si 

Dr. Gradwohl Favors Such Laws, 

“A law requiring landlords to screen 
rented preperty would be a most excel- 
lent thing. There is no doubt but that 
flies carry typhoid fever and other dis- 
ease germs, and such a law would be in 
the nature of a valuable preventive 
measure. A law requiring foodstuffs 
offered for sale to be screened would 
be along thé same line. I would most 
heartily indorse both laws.” 

Dr. Amand Ravold said: 

' Imdorsea by Dr. Ravold. 

*“T think such laws should be passed 
by all means. But there never will be 
much progress made in combatting the 
dirty, disease-bearing fly until the city 
prevents stable refyse being allowed to 
accumulate. Stable refuse is the breed- 
ing place of flies, and it is all-important 
that the law be framed to do away 
with this evil.

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THE MULVIHILL CASE. 

Speaking of “Lawler” Daley’s substitution of 
Excise Commissioner Mulvihill for himself on 
the School Board ticket the Globe-Democrat re- 
marks: . 
“His choice fell upon Thomas E. Mulvihill, a eapa- 
ble and worthy man, but one who, as Excise Com-

He says that on two occasions he tried 
to get unfortunate sick people into gne 
of the free beds in St. Louis hospitals. 
On beth occasions they were denied on 
the ground that there were no free beds. 
He says he has been curious for years 
to know what becomes of the large sums 
that are collected each year in the 
downtown buildings by the wives and | 
daughters of «prominent citizens, and 
asks ‘“‘Where are the free beds?” Of 
course, it is understood that the hospital 
cellections to which the letter writer re- 
fers are not used to endow free beds. 
The funds are distributed to the hospi- 
tals in proportion to the number of char- 
ity patients they take care of each year. 
But this charge that there is very sel- 
dom room at the St. Louis hospitals for 
persons having no money is one that has 
been heard only too often. It may be 
that we have not enough hospitals or it 
may be that the hespitals keep down 
the number of charity patients by red 
tapism. The fact, whatever the expla- 
nation of it, is that among the poor 
people it is quite generally believed 
that the enly really free hospitals in 
this city are those maintained by the 
city, and they are always oVercrowded. 
It is not true that there are no free 
patients at any of the other hospitals, 
but it does seem to be true that at most 
of them the restrictions are such as 
to keep the poor away. People who can 
pay for hespital treatmeént should pay, 
of course; ‘but why is it that the poor 
‘just laugh’’ when they see all the fuss 
and flurry over hospital collections?

E. Corsepius of Fort Madison, Io., 
who, with Edwin C. Koenig of this

These 
boats will clash in races at Burlington, 
Io., Peoria and also in the special race 
at the St. Charles Centennial celebra- 
tion next October. ) 

It is said that the Dixie I, former in- 
ternational champion, has been bought 
by a Western man to clean up in the 
West. Corsepius and Koenig have no 
fear for the Dixie I, as they figure that 
craft as not being able to do better 
than about twenty-eight miles an hour. 

Last year Corsepius.owned the cham- 
pion of the Mississippi in the Minnie C. 

This boat was sold to a syndicate 
of men who: intended to “clean up’’ at 
the races off the Florida Coast last 
week. The boat was repainted and re- 
christened ‘‘Highball.’’ Unfortunately 
the first day out the craf* struck a 
sunken log, which damaged the boat 
considerably, and the craft was never 
able to get in the nunt again. 

Corsepius will have a new 225-horse- 
power Minnie C. III this year, which is 
practically completed. Koenig will have 
the Independence II. Corsepius de- 
Clares that one of the boats being 
turned out in Minnesota is a 12-cylinder 
craft that may surprise everybody. 

Small fertunes changed hands on the 
results of some of the races last year 
and it is said that the Fort Madison 
men will back their boat to the extent 
of $25,000. It is almost certain that the 
boat that proves the best on the Missis- 
sippi will be sent Bast for the interna- 
tional championship races, in which 
boats from Germany, England and 
Franee will be entered.

ENDED LIFE BY. GAS 
Suicide Followed Return From 
Fashionable Dinner in 
Washington. 








By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 26.—When Mrs. 


Pierre Lorillard Jr. ended her life by 


asphyxiation in her beautiful home near 
fashionable Dupont Circle yesterday, 
she escaped years of suffering from 
heart trouble and insomnia. | 

The fashionable dinner given by Mrs. 
Richard Townsend for Lady Paget, 
which Mrs. Lorillard attended the night 
before her death, was the only break 
in a day of despondency, according to 
her husband. All Wednesday she had 
kept to herself, not eating lunch with 
him as was her custom, but remaining 
alone, brooding it is believed, over her 
ill health. 

During the dinner at Mrs. Townsend's 
Mrs. Lorillard shook off her melancholy 
and joined in the merriment, but that 
her despondency returned speedily after 
she went home was shown by the fact 
that she had not taken time to remove 
a circlet of diamonds from her hair and 
these’ still crowned her when her body 
was found. 

Body Found by Butler. 

About 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
the butler in the Lorillard residence 
detected an odor of gas. With little 
difficulty the fumes were traced to Mrs. 
Lorllard’s apartments. Opening the 
dcor of the bathroom, just off of her 
suite, the butler found the body of the 
mistress of the house stretched face 
downward on the floor. 

Shortly afterward Dr. J. Ramsey Ne- 
vill, the Coroner, was notified. He vis- 
ited the Lorillard home and after an 
investigation ordered, Deputy Coroner 
Glazebrook to perform an autopsy, on 
the completion of which Dr. Nevill is- 
sued a certificate of death by suicide 
from gas poisoning. He said later that 
gas was escaping from one or more jets 
in the bathroom when the body was dis- 
covered and the condition of the lungs 
indicated death by gas poisoning. 

Coroner Nevill said today that he had 
a sealed envelope which Mrs. Lorillard 
left pinned to her clothing and which 
read: 

“To be buried with me unopened.”’ 

The Coroner also has another envelope 
left in her room, containing a note, but 
he says he will not make public its con- 
tents because he had been requested not 
to do so. He says it does not refer to 
her intention to @ie. 


Was Possibly Accidental. 
The theory is not considered impos- 


sible by the Coroner that Mrs. Lorillard, 
after entering the bathroom and turn- 
ing the key of the gas jet, slipped and 
fell before she could light the gas. It is 
considered possible that she was stunne‘1 
by the fall and in that condition was 
asphyxiated. However, the Coroner ex- 
plained, ‘‘under the circumstances” he 
could not do anything else than issue su 
eertificate of suicide. When asked if the 
“circumstanees’’ were the contents of 
the note he declined to answer. 

Mr. Lorillard believes that she took 
a powder for insomnia after returning 
from the dinner and that it was par- 
tially responsible for what he regards as 
either accidental death or death from 
heart failure. 

The first telegraphic reports sent out 
from Washington yesterday afternoon 
were that the Mrs. Lorillard who had 
died was the widow of the famous mil- 
lionaire owner of race horses. This Mrs, 
Lorillard, who Is the mother-in-law of 
Mrs. Pierre Lorillard Jr., lives in New 
York.

80 Years Old and in Poverty, 
Excitement Over Good News 
Results in His Death. 


With relief from poverty in sight, 
after many a year of struggle against 
adversity, Gottheb Warmann died sud- 
denly, presumably as a result of ex- 
citement and joy at the promise of a 
comfortable home during the rest of 
his life. 

He was 80 years old, and had come to 
St. Louls #4 years ago from Germany.
